FOREIGN TRADE WITH CHINA IN 
1896. 

The following oxtracts ure taken fram 
tho Report on the Foreign Ttadé of China 
for the year 1896 :—~ : 

' GENERAL, . 

The valuc of the Forcign trade of China 
for the year under review rose from: nearly 
Hk. Ts. 315,000,000 in’ 1893 to Hk. ‘I'ls. 
333,600,000, which is the largest total re- 
corded in-the-Custumsa-Returns.. —In—both 
linports and wort trade has.been active, 
and ‘the remarkable gain under Imports, 
while affording evidence of the recovery 
from the disoryanisation caused by the war 
with Japun, contributed to the exchequer 
® million and: ao half tacls over the 
Import Duties collected in the year pro- 
ecding. The inland porta of Suochow in 


the Yangleo wart of Shasi in Hupeh 
wore opened to Foreign trade under the 
Treaty of Shitmonoscki and Custom Houses 
established at each port for the collection 
of Duties from tho Ist October, but trade 
was insimificunt,-uud the Revenue tablo 
shows that the first quarter’s receipts from 
thd new ports yielded the inconsiderable 
sum of Hk. Ly. 6,180, 
REVENUE. 

In comparing the céllection of 1896, 
which atnounts to Ik. Tk, 22,579,000, 
with the receipts of former years. it must 
be borne in mind that previous statistics 
include the two Formosan collectorates 
ceded to Japan, whose Revenue aggregated 
over a million'tacls a year ; consequently, 
the increase of Hk. Ts, 1,183,000 over the 
figures. of 1895, despite the loss of such 
inrportant sources uf incame, must be 
regarded as a gratifying event, for 
although the Revenue of 1896 was 
exeveded in the memorable year 181 
by Hi. Tis, 938,000, tho figures for that 
year included Hk. T)s. 1,100,000 contri- 
bated by the island since lost to China. 
The advance in favuur of the period under 
notice’ is attributable to Imports, which 
yielded, exclusive of Opium, Hie Ue, 
1,699,000 more than in the preceding year, 
Duty and Likin derived from Indian drug 
show a further decline of Hk. Ts. 69,000 
and Hk, Tis. 184,000 respectively, while 
Export Duties exhibit a diminution of over 
Hk. Tis, 492,000, which is accounted for by 
the cession of Formosa, not to mention the 
marked decreased uxporta of such staples 
as Tea, Silk, Cotton, and Native Opium, 
the lust named commodity paying less 
Duty by Hk Ts.

Mareh 20.—In the House of Lords last 
night Lord Salisbury alluded to the gravity 
of a recent statement made by Lord Kim- 
berley (Leader of the Liberal Party in the 
TYousc of Lords) in a'speech ‘at Norwich, 
repudiating henceforth the policy of up- 
halding ‘Turkish integrity.
